quest that w ill be made on it by Rep­ 
resentative H alvor Steenerson of Min 
nesota. 
Mr. Steenerson is tile author 
of the resolution introduced in th** 
house directing tue speaker to appoint 
a special committee to inquire into 
the charges that officers of the Mer 
chant Marine league of Cleveland, O. 
have 
"conspired 
and 
federated 
to­ 
gether for the purpose of unduly and 
improperly influencing congress and 
the members thereof,” in connection 
with subsidy legislation, “ and creating 
hostility against all persons opposed” 
to this legislation. 
In 
a 
statement 
Representative 
Steenerson made it clear that while he 
proposed to introduce the names of 
Mr. 
Hammond 
and 
Representative 
Fassett into the case, it was only for 
the 
purpose of adducing testimony 
from them that might tend to support 
the contention that a lobby had been 
formed, in one instance to further leg­ 
islation, and in another, possibly, to 
place obstacles in its way. 
In fact, 
according to Mr. Steenerson, the in­ 
formation that Mr. Fassett has knowl 
edge on the subject came direct from 
the New York member himself. 


Will Summon Fassett. 


After the resolution had been re­ 
ferred to the committee on the judic­ 
iary Mr. Steenerson said he was ap­ 
proached by .Mr. Fassett.
